Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the differences between the present invention and the 
above references. Agreed that the present invention was patentably distinct over the Holbrook et al reference. But it 
was determined that additional language is needed in the independent claims to render them patentably distinct over 
the Faiks et al references Langauge will be added to Claim 1 of the present invention so that the "stop member" is 
defined as being - - self-sustained in the disengaged first position - Claim 1 1 will be amended to read that - - a 
single actuator operably coupled to both the first adjustment mechanism and the second mechanism and selectively 
operating one of the said mechanisms when in a first posotion and for selectively operating both of said mechanisms 
when in a second posotion - -. Claim 15 will be amended to define - - a stop member for engaging the adjustbale 
component, an actuator adjusting the stop member into engagement with the adjustable component - - and that the 
"over-torque mechanism" connects the handle to the "stop member". This language was discussed and will be added 
to those claims in a formal Amendment to be filed in response to the office action mailed 2/1/2005 and this Interview. 
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
